Excess Cotton 


Breedlove Says Growers 
Who Overplanted Will 
Be Penalized. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

' ATHENS, Ga., June 12.—Penal- 
ties on marketing excesses of cot- 
ton have been increased in pro- 
‘portion to advance market prices} 
Georgia farmers were reminded 
today by T. R. Breedlove, admin- 
istrative officer of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration. 


“Cotton prices have advanced 
steadily in recent weeks,” Breed- 
love points out. “Under the terms 
of recently enacted parity Jegisla- 
tion, growers who planted within 
their allotments may expect to re- 


ceive a net return approximating 
full parity for the first time in 
years. The new loan rate of 85 per 
cent of parity is figured at oem to 
13.5 cents. This, together with par- 
ity and conservation payments to- 
taling about 2.75 cents, should 
bring the cotton grower’s total re- 
turn to above 16 cents a pound.” 

On the other hand, Breedlove 
said, the farmer who exceeded his 
allotted cotton acreage will not 
gain the full benefit of the loan 
program, since he may receive 
loans on cotton produced in excess 
of his quota, at only 60 per cent of 
the rate allowed the co-operating 
perower. When he takes his cotton 
out of loan, or if he sells his cotton 
without putting it in the loan, he 
must pay a penalty of at least half 
the full loan rate.

Justice Harlan Fiske Stone, who 
served in the Republican admin- 
istartion of Calvin Coolidge as 
attorney general and was nom- 
inated today to be Chief Justice 
of the United States, has been one 
of the court’s leading supporters 
of New Deal legislation. 

He protested ‘vehemently in 
opinions dissenting from some of 
the decisions of his colleagues 
toppling over administration stat- 
utes. His most notable dissent 
was to the invalidation of the 
agricultural adjustment act. 

Although he will be 69 years 
Old next October 11, he appears 


_to be in excellent health and did 


not miss a day from his duties 
last term.

Brief but intense  thunder- 
of relief to scattered sections of 
drouth-ridden Georgia yesterday, 
but the drenching rains needed 
to resurrect crops and replenish 
power lakes were not in sight on 


Georgia’s prized bright leaf to- 


bacco—the money crop for many 
south Georgia farmers— is bloom- 
ing prematurely because of the 
dry weather “indicating poor 
quality, and probably poor 
yields,’® the Coastal Plain. Experi- 
ment station in Tifton reported 


“Late tobacco or that not yet 
blooming can recover if sufficient 
rainfall develops for the remain- 
der of the season,” the experiment 
station report said. 

Weatherman Not Encouraging. 

But the weatherman was far 
from encouraging. He said _§$scat- 
tered showers will probably fall 
on most of Georgia during the 
weekend but that they will not 
be drouth breaking. 

“Cotton and peanuts in this 
section (coastal. plains) are not 
yet badly hurt by the drouth,” 
the Tifton station reported. “Boll 
weevil infestation is surprisingly 
heavy in view of the extended 
drouth. Corn is beginning to suffer 
badly. 

“Most truck crops have suffered 
severely. There is practically no 
green grass in pastures except in 
low places. Small streams ‘are 
dried up, causing a scarcity of 
water for livestock. Crops appear 
to be better in the extreme south- 
ern portion of the state than in 
the Tifton section and farther 
north.” 

Seed Shortage Seen. 

H.. G. Hastings, Atlanta seed 
distributor, speaking in Jackson- 
ville yesterday, forecast an acute 
shortage in certain branches of 
the seed industry for 1942 be- 
cause of adverse weather con- 
ditions in many sections of the 
nation, 

He added the shortage would 
be temporary and that it would 
be forgotten in the 1943 crop. 

One and thirty-nine one-hun- 
dredths inches of rain fell yes- 
terday afternoon in Americus 
within 20 minutes following a 
strong wind storm.

But that is not all of the story, 
as a study of the amendments 
proved yesterday. What happens 
in those counties which now have 
amendments that they apparently 
did not want, but which were 
forced on them by the disinter- 
ested voters of the state? 

There seems to be no general 
rule to cover this question. The 
answer is quite obvious to any 
student of constitutional law—the 
constitution of the state is the su- 
preme law and i’ is now cluttered 
up with numerous local amend- 
ments. 

Requirements Differ. 

Part of those eight amendments 
defeated by the local communities 
concerned, but passed by the state, 
provide that before the provisions 
of a particular amendment shall 
become effective there shall be an 
election in the county. 

In one case two-thirds of the 
qualified registered voters must 
give their assent, and in another 
case only a majority of the voters. 

In other words, the voters of 
those localities must go through 
another election and say “yes” or 
“no” to something .on which 
they already have expressed their

More Than Million Reich 
Troops Massed on 
Bord-r, Report. 


HELSINKI, Finland, Friday, 
June 13.—(#)—It is understood 
in well-informed quarters here 
that Germany has enlarged cer- 
tain far-reaching demands on 
Russia. 

(The telephone connection 
through Germany to Bern, 


Switzerland, was cut as this 

dispatch was being relayed 

from Finland, and the _ re- 
mainder was not received.) 

Reports of new German de- 
mands on Russia have circulated 
for several weeks in foreign capi- 
tals in this order—Vichy, Ankara, 
London, and now Helsinki, Fin- 
land. 

(The United Press reported 
that well-informed sources in 
Helsinki expect an important 
announcement to be made to- 
morrow regarding relations 
between Germany and Fin- 
land.) 

The first report emanating from 
Vichy, capital of a French gov- 
ernmentadetermined to collaborate 
with Germany, was to the effect 
that Germany needed the vast 
Russian Ukraine wheat resources 
to aid in feeding Europe, and 
particularly to feed Spain should 
the Nazi 
through that impoverished country 
to attack British Gibraltar. 

Then, a week ago, another 
Vichy story said Adolf Hitler and 
Joseph Stalin in a secret meeting 
had arranged for the Ukraine to 
serve as Europe’s breadbasket in 
a new and extensive Eurafrican 
collaboration scheme. 

(The United Press learend 
today that Russians were 
feverishly plowing up roads 
along the frontier in anticipa- 
tion of an invasion.) 

The trip by General Maxime 
Weygand, French north African 
commander, and other French co- 
lonial heads to Vichy for cabinet 
conferences was said to hinge upon 
the angle of German-French col- 
laboration as well.as defense of 
Syria now being invaded by Brit- 
ish and free Freneh troops. 

In Ankara, Turkey, foreign 
sources exchanged stories’ the 
same day that German and Ru- 
manian troops were massing for

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Greatest Pipeline Construction 


In History To Bar Oil Shortage 
. 


Work Under Way on 4,450 Miles; Completion 
Viewed in Six Months; Capacity To Equal 


70 Tankers. 


NEW YORK, June 12.—(#)—Plans for the greatest pipeline con- 
struction in history were disclosed today by authoritative oil men as 


the government’s answer to the 
shortage this coming winter. 

Work already has begun on por- 
tions of about 4,450 miles of pipe- 
lines which, they said, Secretary 
Ickes, petroleum industry co-ordl- 
nator, had under consideration. 

The lines would carry a steady 
flow of oil and gasoline to the east 
coast from Texas, Louisianayand 
Illinois in quantity to offset by at 
least 150 per cent the loss of trans- 
portation facilities caused by the 
transfer of 50 American tankers 
to British use. 

Sixth-Month Job. 

They can be completed, it was 
asserted, in less than six months, 
provided steel for the pipes is sup- 
plied on a defense priority basis 
and the government grants rights 
ee way. 

The government plan, it was 
understood, is being worked out 
with the advice and closest pos- 
sible co-operation with the in- 
dustry—although not all the in- 
dustry’s leaders are in entire 
agreement concerning details. 

It envisions not only the con- 
struction of the new lines but also 


the reversal of the direction of | 


flow of some eastern lines, the 
utilization of a great number of 
new river barges for oil ship- 
ments, and more efficient opera- 
tion of some pipelines long in 
service. 

Concerning the latter feature, 
the Oil and Gas Journal recently 
estimated 50,000 barrels additional 
could be added daily to trunk line 
capacity by using idle lines be- 
tween the Mississippi river and 
the Atlantic. 

Rationing Probable. 

Despite these plans, however, it 
was admitted that there might be 
a squeeze in the east’s. gasoline 
supply before freezing weather 
arrives again. Secretary Ickes 
recently warned that rationing of 
some type this summer was a 
probability. 


The problem is entirely one of | 


transportation. The east receives 
the majority of its petroleum sup- 
plies by tanker from the_ gulf 
coast. 

There is plenty of oil and gaso- 
line, as is demonstrated by the 
continued shipment of petroleum, 
lubricating oil and automobile 
gasoline to Japan from California. 

These shipments, estimated at 
around 1,000,000 barrels a month, 
are carried mainly in Japanese 
tankers, although at least until re- 
cently three American tankers 
were used. 

Two of the pipelines 
plated will deliver their products

Defense Strikes Con- 
demned; Draft Defer- 
ment at 28 Urged. 


The senate condemned defense 
strikes and lockouts in painstak- 
ingly-phrased language today, 
sending to the house legislation 
which ~7ould give the President 
specific statutory power to take 
over industrial plants where pro- 
duction was interrupted by labor 
disputes. 

Ending three days of debate, the 


chamber voted 67 to 7 to amend 
the selective service act to permit 
the President to take over strike- 
bound plants, as he already has 
done under his powers as com- 
mander-in-chief in the case of the 
North American -Aviation Com- 
pany. 

Approval came after adminis- 


junior member—Senator Ball, Re- 
publican, Minnesota. Over the 
opposition of Senator Connally, 
Democrat, Texas, Ball succeeded 
in attaching by a 36-to-34 vote an 
amendment restricting the Presi- 
dent’s plant seizure authority to 
cases in which either or both par- 
ties to a labor dispute had failed 
to’ utilize or abide by mediation. 
Draft Limit Lowered. 

The senate wrapped the strike 
condemnation statement and the 
plant seizure legislation up in a 
bill authorizing the President to 
defer from active training selec- 
tive service registrants who reach 
their 28th birthday by July 1 of 
this or subsequent years without 
having been inducted into the 
armed forces. 

Proposed by Senator’ Byrd, 
Democrat, Virginia, and amended 
at the suggestion of Senator Ma- 
loney, Democrat, Connecticut, the 
strike condemnation statement was 
adopted by a 46-to-25 vote. 

It set out that strikes or lock- 
outs that impeded the national 
defense effort were contrary to 
public policy and that controver- 
sies of this nature in which either 
side refused to recognize and 
abide by arbitration were con- 
demned. 

Senator LaFollette, Progressive, 
Wisconsin, then won speedy ap- 
proval, 72 to 0, of an amendment 
reaffirming the principle of col- 
lective bargaining. 

Murray Objects. 

The senate’s overwhelming vote 
for the plant seizure legislation 
was given despite a denunciation 
of the principle involved by Philip 
Murray, president of the CIO. 

In a statement, Murray said use 
of the armed forces in industrial 
disputes “can only serve to create 
a status of enforced labor in this 
nation.” 

He also objected to the policy 
of cancelling, in-event of strikes, 
deferments from military training 
granted defense workers because 
of their employment in essential 
industries. This was, Murray said, 
“a flagrant abuse of the conscrip- 
tion law and an open breach of 
faith with labor.” 

Senator George, of Georgia, vot- 
ed in favor of the legislation giv- 
ing the President authority to take 
over defense plants and the dec- 
laration condemning defense 
strikes, and voted against the 
amendment restricting the Presi- 
dent’s authority. 


Higher Cost Seen 
In 40-Hour Week 


NEW YORK, June 12.—(4)— 
Costs of the country’s steel mak- 
ing plants, including taxes, last 
year took 91 cents of each dollar 
received from sales, compared 
with 83 cents in the boom year 
1929, the American Iron and Steel 
Institute said today in an analysis 
of the industry’s operations. 

Other salient comparisons with 
1929 shown in the report were: 

1. Nine cents of each sales dol- 
lar went for interest to bondhold- 
ers, dividends to stockholders and 
for surplus last year, compared 
with 17 cents in 1929. 

2. Pay rolls took 35 cents of each 
dollar last year, 35 1-2 cents in 
1929. 

3. Costs of materials, freight 
charges and other expenses, re- 
flecting indirect labor costs to 
some extent, took 44 1-2 cents of 
each dollar in 1940 and 38 1-2 
cents in 1929. 

4. Taxes took 6 1-2 cents of the 
sales dollar last year, 4 cents in 
1929. 

5. Dividends were 4 cents of 
each dollar in 1940, but 6 1-2 cents

Constitutional Farce 

On June 3 voters of Georgia. went solemnly 
to the polls to express their allegedly well-con- 
sidered opinion on some 70 amendments to the 
sacred constitution of the state. 

Of these 70 amendments all save a scant 
half-dozen were of interest to and concerned 
only the citizens of some specific county’ or 
community to which the amendment in ques- 
tion particularly applied. That is the absurdity 
of the Georgia system which requires an 
amendment patch on the constitution, ap- 
proved and voted in statewide elections, for 
every little proposal in any subdivision, county 
or town, in the state. 

What was the result on June 3? Well, in 
eight counties of the state proposals, over- 
whelmingly defeated by the voters of the county 
concerned, were even more overwhelmingly ap- 
proved when the state-wide tabulations were 
verified. 

It is impossible for the voters of Fulton, 
Rockdale, White, Fannin and all the other 
counties to know anything of the pros and 
cons of some issue which concerns only Burke 
county. Wrapt in this blissful ignorance, it is 
customary for those unwitting voters to cast 
affirmative votes on all these amendments just 
as a mater of courtesy. The result in the June 
3 voting, in so far as eight amendments af- 
fecting six counties are concerned, was, instead, 
the height of discourtesy. 

Voters of Paulding, Dodge, Cook, Hart, Mill- 
er and Dade counties voted an emphatic 
“No!” on eight amendments which concerned 
them exclusively. Voters of the state as a 
whole, whose ignorance on the eight issues was 
only equaled by their unconcern, voted “Yes” 
on those same local amendments, out of 
“courtesy.” 

Georgians have known for many years that 
this system of cumbering the legislature with 
local bills and the official ballots with local 
amendments is utterly inconsistent with ef- 
ficiency or with intelligent settlement of such 
issues. Yet, at legislative session after legisla- 
tive session, the Burgin home rule bill, which 
would cure this evil, has failed of passage. 

Never was there a better demonstration of 
the absurdity of the system than that of June 
3. It was bad enough to find official ballots 
bigger than ordinary newspaper page and filled 
with smaller type than is found in any modern 
newspaper. To find now that six counties 
have had programs they didn’t want rammed 
down their throats by this anachronistic sys- 
tem mounts farce upon absurdity. 

If we can’t provide for home rule in the dif- 
ferent counties and communities of the state, 
let us at least carry the present method to its 
logical reductio ad absurdum. That will merely 
mean the next time we have an issue exclu- 
sively the business of Fulton or Thomas county, 
that we ask the people of Kalamazoo, Saskat- 
chewan, Kamchatka, Timbuctoo or Rotterdam 
to decide it for us.

Interstate Barriers 

The need for uniformity of state laws 
regarding trucks and truckers, together with 
elimination of the various forms of state 
tariffs, disguised as “license fees,’ “inspection 
fees” and in other forms, is being emphasized 
by the exigencies of the defense program. 

It is stated by men familiar with this con- 
dition, all over the country, that it is proving 
a serious obstacle to the progress of the defense 
program. Trucks carrying urgently needed 
defense materials, machine parts, or defense 
products, have been frequently stopped at state 
boundaries and held up, by state inspectors or 
other officials, for hours, in some cases for a 
day or more. 

In some cases trucks have been denied 
admittance to a state entirely, because they 
slightly exceed the gross weight limits of that 
particular state, although they may conform 
to limits in a neighboring state and be entirely 
innocent of any intent to violate law. That

for defense factories, should thus be stopped 
and, in some cases, completely barred, is serious 
reflection upon the laws of the individual 
states. It demonstrates, forcefully, that in this 
day of rapid transit and national need for 
unity, such hodge podge of state laws is 
obsolete and a detriment to the welfare of 
the entire country. 

Removal of all state barriers to interstate 
commerce, under whatever guise, is needed, at 
once, first to facilitate the nation-wide program 
for defense and war aid, and secondly to 
prepare to cushion the shock to industry that 
is inevitable once the present world crisis is a 
thing of the past.

MEANING OF GERMAN VICTORY ee June 


.—In these days, 


when most people are fearful of one thing or another, the’ most 
terrifying single phenomenon is the general ignorance of the second 
World War’s meaning to the United States. Even among those who 
would have their country be most bold there are few who foresee 
the real consequences of German victory, as these consequences are 
foreseen by the diplomats, the military and naval strategists, the 
economists and the other men here in Washington who know the 
pertinent. facts. 

If ‘these men are right, the consequences of German victory 
most important to Americans will be the destruction of the United 
States. The end may not come by invasion. Internal chaos will 
be enough. The nation may survive sgthe chaos as a political en- 
tity. But however it happens, the freedom and decencies the found- 
ers fought for, which the wisdom of Abraham Lincaln preserved, 
and which have, escaped many dangers to this day, will be swept 
into the discard qn the high tide of Nazi conquest. 


LESSON OF HISTORY You may ask why the best informed 
m 


en in America join, all but unani- 
mously, in-so terrible a prediction. The answer is simple. The 
prediction is squarely based on the facts of past experience and 
the facts of the present situation. 

At this moment, Adolf Hitler is the master of Europe from the 
Polish marshes to the English channel, and from the North Cape 
to the heel of Italy. Only five European nations, Sweden, Finland, 
Portugal and Spain, and Switzerland, have not made formal sub- 
mission to him, and unless this country soon accepts full fighting 
partnership with Britain, the fate of Rumania or the fate of France 
awaits them all. In this vast territory, populated by courageous 
and freedom-loving peoples who have maintained their independ- 
ence for many centuries, Hitler’s sway is all but undisputed. Re- 
bellion is impossible. 

If the unarmed populations seek to rebel, the air fleets and the 
Panzer divisions will administer to them the punishment of Rot- 
terdam, where in the short space of an hour the richest part of a 
great city was leveled to the earth and 26,000 unresisting civilians 
were done to death. Because these things are so, Hitler is already 
organizing his conquered territories as integral parts of the Nazi 
system. Although wishful thinkers here believe that the Nazis will 
not be able to digest their triumphs when the war is over, the 
actual fact is that in the midst of a gigantic war effort, when 80 
per cent of their energy is diverted to other purposes, the Germans 
are successfully putting to work for themselves the industry and 
the agriculture of France, Belgium, Holland, Denmark and all the 
rest of their new domain. 


THE FUTURE ENCIRCLEMENT Again because these things 


are so, thefe is no reason 


to suppose that Hitler will have difficulty in organizing the even 
vaster conquests that will be his if Britain goes under. Then not 
only all of Europe, but also the British Isles and Africa, will direct- 
ly or indirectly acknowledge his authority and obey his commands. 
The industries and shipyards, the mines and raw materials, the 
agriculture, and all that is left of Europe’s naval and military ma- 
terial will be his to dispose of as he chooses. And thus he will not 
only, at a single stroke, surpass this country in every form of armed 
strength, but will also hopelessly outdistance us in the means to 
produce armed strength. 

Nor will the new order end with the organization of Europe 
and Africa by the Nazis. Even if Hitler does not choose to force 
her complete submission, Russia will be his vassal ally. In the 
Far East, China, cut off from aid, will be defeated. The unequipped 
Australians and New Zealanders will be beaten down. A new 
Japanese empire will arise to take our trade and prevent our access 
to the vital raw materials, rubber and tin, which we cannot obtain 
elsewhere. 

And in South America, where the wishful thinkers build their 
brightest dream palaces, there will also be changes. Even now the 
Nazi economic and political infiltration of this hemisphere is so 
serious that the State Department and the military and naval in- 
telligences live in daily fear of pro-German putsches in several 
South American nations. The South American economy is de- 
pendent on Europe. The South American governments, each of 
them tight little oligarchies, admire success. If Germany wins the 
war, South America will become a politico-economic province of 
Nazidom. 

Because the German armed strength and means for producing 
armed strength will be infinitely greater than ours, the United 
States will be powerless to protest and impotent to assert influence 
in the world of the new order. Far from being able to say in 
Brazil, for example, “this must be done, that not,’ we shall be 
encircled and beleaguered in our own continent. In the Pacific 
we shall be forced to withdraw all but a remnant of our strength, 
which will be left to hold the bastion of Hawaii. Even at this day,

Caribbean, in a grim effort to protect our back door. 


DISINTEGRATION Protection of our back door will not serve, 


however. In the world of the new order, 
the United States will not need to be invaded in order to be de- 
stroyed. For first will come economic chaos, the inevitable result 
of our sudden isolation from the world economy we have always 
belonged to. Then out of economic chaos will come political dis- 
union. 

A powerful faction will say, “Let us trade with Germany. Let 
us make a deal.” The Nazi conquerors will remark smilingly, 
“Certainly you may trade with us, but first you must show your 
confidence in the new order by abandoning your senseless, feverish 
production of offensive armament.” The wise will protest, but the 
party of appeasement will grow. To the economic pressures will 
be added political pressures, applied by all the well-tried Nazi 
methods of propaganda, bribery and public corruption. And, in the 
end, our people, divided, groping and bewildered, will one day see 
the way of life and form of government they. have known from 
their birth suddenly disintegrate before their eyes. 

This is what the men who have the facts at their disposal see 
in the future. It is not what is seen by Senator Burton K. Wheeler 
and Charles Lindbergh, with their puzzling talk of “new leader- 
ship,” and their endless repetition of the same slogans that were 
heard in Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, Denmark, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Rumania, Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Greece and France 
before those nations learned the harsh lesson of experience. Pos- 
sibly no nation learns by the experience of others. But it is not too 
late for the United States to‘have a try.

_ The dive in the submarine was not nearly so exciting as watch- 
ing the crew at work. I will admit that three times during the 
period spent on the ship I got a very real thrill out of the experi- 
ence. Once was while peering through the periscope and watching 
the water come up on it and cover it as we dived on down to rest 
on the bottom of the sound. Another was watching through the 
periscope, seeing it break through the water, and then watching the 
bow of the ship rise from the water, her radio rigging showing 
first. The third thrill was the crew itself. They all were young. 
They each were supremely confident and possessed. I talked with 
a few and all were terribly proud of being submarine men. Their 
ambition was to get to be better submarine men. One of them has 
been in the Navy but six months. He expects to get his rating as 
seaman first class within three or four months. His pay then will 
be $79 a month. Uncle Sam also will clothe, house and feed him. 
The $79 is net. 


That isn’t bad for a young fellow still under 20. 


The whole crew gave one a feeling of confidence. The news- 
papermen along unanimously voted we’d feel all right with that 
crew, and others like them,

“Battle surface!” shouted the commanding officer, his eyes at 


the periscope. That submarine came up as a cork comes up when 
released at the bottom of a pail of water. And, crouching ready 
at the control hatch, was the second officer, who serves as the chief 
gunner, and three men of the gun crew. 


They went swarming up the ladder. The hatch came open and 
a ‘rush of air roared up it, blowing back the water which still wag 
a few inches over the hatch cover. The men leaped from the con- 
ning tower shoulder deep into the water which still covered the deck 
to that depth. All this action took seconds. By the time another 
second or so had passed, they were at the gun. The deck was clear 
of water, and they were manning the gun and training it. You’ve 
got to get the first shot and you must not miss; if you miss you 
may get hit. If you do, you can’t submerge. 


Down below we got a spray of water as loose sea water on the : 


deck sloshed down the hatch. It was nothing. They wiped up 


the deck and the water ran off into the bilges. 


But now, I’ve got another memory of a thrill which can be 
stored away and kept forever. I'll never think of a submarine 
again without remembering that sub coming up fast, the cry of 
“Battle surface,” the rush of cool, sweet air down the hatch, and 
the men swarming up. They do that jumping out to man the guns 
in winter and the ocean around New London is about as cold as an 
ocean gets to be, excepting, of course, the ocean at the poles. 

, They go leaping into the swirling water of the deck in ice and 
storm. 

“It doesn’t really matter,” said Lieutenant Henry D. Sipple. the 
chief gunner. “You go down later and have a rub-down. It’s good 
for you, really.” 

Well, it was good for me, seeing the crew and the ship and 
it’s officers. I won’t soon forget my first submarine dive. The 
Navy always does a good job. And I’ve noted this: Morale igs 
highest in the tank corps, the parachute troop battalion in the air 
corps, in destroyers and in submarines. There’s a reason. 


ORIGINAL SUBMARINE CAPTAIN We had our first sub- 


marine attempt in the 
Revolutionary War, a one-man job. We had a few in the Civil 
War when spars sticking far out from the ship carried an explosive 
charge calculated to explode against the side of the enemy ship. 
They did, too, and usually with more damage to the sub than the 
enemy ship. 

It rather startled me to meet at lunch on Wednesday the very 
first captain of this country’s very first real submarine. The sub- 
marine couldn’t be developed, of course, until we got the internal 
combustion engine and the electric battery was made workable for a 
vessel. 

In 1896 the keel of the first submarine, the Holland, named for 
her designer, was laid, and in 1897 she was christened and put 
into action. 

Captain Frank Cable accepted her. She carried a crew of five 
and had one torpedo tube. Her engine was, of course, gasoline, 
Captain Cable is a consulting engineer with the Electric Boat Come 
pany at New London, where they are building most of the new 
submarine fleet. He thinks the first one, the Holland, was a good 
one. Submarines are built to fire torpedoes into other ships and 
the Holland could do that. The ones today merely have more 
tubes, he says. 

He trained submarine crews for England, Russia, Japan and 
Germany. In 1909 he went over to Germany to see about the 
Diesel engine. He saw enough to come back and organize a com- 
pany to build ships and engines.

Some years ago a famous scientist said that we live in an 
imaginary world, never seeing things as they really are, but only 
as our imperfect senses report them to us.

MY DAY: Face Food Problem 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—Yesterday afternoon a delegation 
of Navajo Indians came to see me. They brought me a very beau- | 
tifully woven small rug. It evidently has much symbolic meaning, | 
but since the woman who wove it could not | 
speak English, it was a little difficult for me 
to understand the full meaning of the pattern. 

This group lives on the reservation which 
covers a more or less desert area in northern 
Arizona, New Mexico and southern Utah. Their 
nearest railroad station is Flagstaff, Ariz., some 
200 miles away. Their livelihood consists in 
raising sheep and such minor crops as they can 
irrigtate. 

The government experts have decided that 
they must raise fewer sheep and they see star- 
vation before them. Ten acres of irrigated land ne aS SR ee 
is all they can be given. They have no out- pee ream. | 
side market that is within reach, and they have come to Washington | 
to appeal to the Indian Bureau in the Department of the Interior | 
and the Indian Affairs Committee in congress. | 

I hope that some solution can be worked out for them, for it | 
was a sad little group, doubly so because they are so bewildered. | 
Not more than 15 per cent of the younger generation learn Eng- 
lish, they told me, for while they have schools, they are inadequate. | 
They have a hospital and medical care, but that, too, is inadequate | 
to cope with their needs. | 

They are increasing in population and to cut down their food 
supply seems to threaten starvation. These puzzled and rather help- 
less real natives of our land certainly have had a hard time!

Patrol Cars

To prevent any mistake in their 
identity, Georgia State Patrol cars 
are being painted with white 
stripes and equipped with red 
lights silhouetting the words 
“State Patrol,” it was announced 
yesterday at patrol headquarters, 

The new means of easy identi- 
fication are being added to pre 
vent recurrences of cases of mis- 
taken identity similar to one in 
which a citizen was killed recente 
ly, Captain J. J. Elliott said. The 
Georgian opened fire on two 
troopers who stopped him on the 
highway, apparently thinking they | 
were hold-up men. One trooper 
returned the fire in self-defense 
and the citizen was killed. 

The identifying markings will 
'be made on 56 cruise cars, but 
‘will not be put on more than 40

at Macon, Ga., had agreed to fi- 
nance and build up to 3,200 de- 
fense housing units, adding that 
he believed this made it “absolute- 
ly certain” the Army would built 
an air depot at Wellston, Ga., near

The congressman and a four- 
member Macon delegation will 
present the city’s offer tomorrow 
to Robert A. Lovett, assistant sec- 
retary of war for air. 

Lovett told Vinson in a letter 
Saturday that the Army could not 
approve the Wellston site unless | 
local interests agreed to provide as 
many as 2,000 housing units for 
workers. 

Closely contesting Macon for the 
$14,000,000 southeast air depot is 
a site near Atlanta. 

The group from Macon to con- 
fer with Lovett included Mayor 
Charles Bowden, B. R. Chesney, 
Elsworth Hall and Lee Trimble. 

Vinson said local financial in- 
stitutions and builders were quick 
to offer more in housing facilities 
than the Army required. He ex- 
plained that while local capital 
would be used for the housing de- 
velopments, the terms included in- 
surance by the Federal Housing 
Administration.

| ARMY MARCHING ON ITS 


By CHARLES A. McCARTHY

NEW YORK, June 12. — As a 
survivor of the raided Egyptian 
liner Zamzam, I bring home a 
story that has news as well as ad- 
venture. 

We were 33 days and nights 
aboard a German mystery prison 
ship circling in the South Atlantic 
as a supply boat for the Nazi raid- 
er Tamesis which had sunk the 
Zamzam. We dodged the British 
blockade, skirting the Spanish 
shore-line just beyond the three- 
mile limit to do it. Finally we were 
landed as German prisoners in oc- 
cupied and Hungry France where 
‘the authorities tried every pos- 
sible trick to get information from 
their American captives. The 
tricks ran the gamut from wine to 
women. 


That is the adventure. The news | 


is that the Frenchmen we saw 
under the Nazi heel distrust and 
even hate the aged Marshal Fe- 
tain. They made that clear to us, 
gave us their best wine and told 
us they look to America to help 
them lift the yoke foisted on their 
necks by corrupt politicians who 
had betrayed their army. 


Faith Expressed. 

We were allowed nowhere in 
France without a German soldier 
at our heels. Yet we did meet and 
talk with Frenchmen and we did 
hear them express their faith in 
“Free France.” 

It may have been a trick to lure 
.us into a trap, but on April 16, 
the day before the Zamzam en- 
countered the Nazi raider, Tham- 
esis, repeated S. O. S. calls crack- 
led in over our radio. Captain 
William Smith, British command- 
er of the Zamzam, had strict or- 
ders not to answer such.calls. Use 
of our radio would betray our own 
Ppusition. Germans send out S. O. 
S. signals just for that purpose. 

One missionary said it was sin 
aboard the Zamzam that caused 
her destruction. 


Nazis Well Fed. 


The inhuman, brutal treatment | 


we received was made all the 
more bitter by the fact we could 
see that our German captors, both 
on the Tamesis and the mysterious 
Dresden or Ogna, were well sup- 
plied with extraordinary good food 
and comfortable quarters. 


- They are young, husky sailors 
on both ships. The captain of the 
raider Tamesis is in his early 40’s, 
or perhaps even young. Captain 
Yaeger of the Dresden is a man 


we had on board. They would 

There was plenty of room on 
the Dresden for much that would 
be of value. But, in addition to 
food, the Germans took only the 
luggage marked B. A. A. C. They 
gave up five trunks, with our uni- 
forms, and kept the rest for them- 
selves. 

The first days on board the 
Dresden we men were closely 
guarded by the German sailors, 
each armed with guns, hand gre- 
nades, and knives. There were 
14) men among the passengers. 
The Egyptian crew numbered 
about 130. We were cramped 
down in a dark, damp, dirty hold, 
empty of ca:go except for some 
bales of cotton. : 

Water was scarce. Fortunately, 
each of us of the B. A. A. C. had 
left the Zamzam with our can- 
teens filled with fresh water. 
When that was gone the Germans 
gave up rainwater to drink. 

. Had Blankets. 

We made mattresses for our- 
selves from the cotton bales, and 
slept packed elbow to elbow on 
the floor; We ambulance driv- 
ers had the blankets we had taken 
with us, It was terribly cold. 
Almost all of us were sick. 

In the luxurious. staterooms, 
constructed for only 35 passen- 
gers, were crowded 140 women 


‘and 35 children, many of them | 


'tiny babies. There had been milk 
‘and special food for the babies 
on the Zamzam, which the Ger- 
mans were begged to salvage. 
They ignored all such requests. 
We of the B. A. A. C. were car- 
rying vitamin tables, which were 
| turned over to the children, Un- 
doubtedly these saved lives. 

We men were kept beneath the 
hatch down in the depths of the 
hold much of the time. There was 
but one iron ladder up to the 
deck. Few could have been saved 
|'had there come an order to aban- 
don ship quickly. We often thought 
of that. It didn’t help our nerves 
through the British blockade. 
There were no life boats avail- 
able for us, only rafts we made 
for ourselves. 

Allowed to Bathe. 

At night, we men were allowed 
to climb the ladder to the fore- 
deck with a guard one at a time. 
Later they permitted us to go up 


guard, Thankfully we were al- 
lowed to bathe in the ship’s swim- 
ming pool, 

We took turns waiting on table 


| There we saw our three wounded, 


and said goodbye to them. 
Britons Retained. 

On May 20 we put in at St. 
Jean de Luz, in occupied France. 
Putting into the small harbor, our 
prison ship ran aground. All the 
Americans were put ashore and 
immediately transferred to Biar- 
ritz, The British’ were kept on 
board. We learned later they were 
taken to Berlin. 

In Biarritz we were housed in 
three different hotels, always un- 
der guard. Later they allowed us 
to go out, but with a guard. Thert 
it was we heard the Frenchmen 
talk. Then we saw how poorly fed 
are the Frenchmen in occupied 
France. They had almost no meat, 
no fish, no butter or milk. 

The Germans tried every meth- 
od in questioning us. They put us 
to all sorts of psychological tests. 
They hoped.we would say some- 
thing unwittingly, while drunk. 
We were tempted with pretty girls, 
and Gestapo posing as French or 
English. : 

Saw Nazi Film. 

Near the end of the time we 
were in Biarritz, we were taken 
to a theatre to see a German pro-

For example, a French brick- 
layer probably finds himself lay- 
ing bricks on one of Fort-Builder 
Dr. Fritz Todt’s various projects 
and an Australian shepherd may 
be helping some Bavarian farmer 
as a replacement for a_ drafted 
hired hand. 

In the first part of 1940 Ger- 
many had 650,000 _ prisoners in- 
side the Reich and about 95 per 
cent were cast into agriculture, 
but since the middle of 1940, the 
authority said, an organized effort 
has been made to find skilled la- 
borers for German industry which 
lost manpower through the draft. 
Many prisoners are employed in
